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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/6/2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Liu (US 
5,720,845). 

Liu teaches a wafer polisher head used for CMP and endpoint detection. The apparatus 
features a method of polishing wherein the steps of the method comprises the use of 
actuators 23 and load cells 29 see the abstract. According to cols. 3-6, the wafer surface 
profile changes are sensed and fully controllable either in local or global CMP process in- 
situ. Liu teaches various actuators and their complimentary structures such as magneto 
restrictive, hydraulic cylinders. The prior art also teaches positive pressure and negative 
pressure to the substrate, see the discussion of vacuum and force and cols. 4 and 6. The 
location of raised areas is discussed in col. 6 lines 24-65 and metrology techniques.
